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FOREWORD 


Personal names belong to the category of noun but grammarians pay scanty 
attention to them as they are considered to be semantically fixed as much 
as a mathematical symbol. Linguistic enquiry, therefore on PN in Lan- 
guage, is generally not available. In view of this fact Dr. Bhabataran Datta's 
work, A Linguistic Study of Personal Names and Surnames in Bengali is a 
very welcome contribution, and linguisticians in India would be grateful to 
him for it. 


It is true that Personal Names are more or less linguistic fossils but 
fossils are no less important for the historical or genealogical study of a 
current phenomenon or living being. It may supply such information as 
cannot be obtained from any other source. Such information is very sig- 
nificant for historical and anthropological study. 


Dr. Datta has revealed to us a few very old names that appear in their 
contemporary fadbhaba form which appear to us more or less as puzzles 
the solution of which would be highly interesting. I take the liberty of 


suggesting a few, 


'Deddá' ог ‘Deddadevi’ was the name of the wife of Gopála, the 
founder of the Pala dynasty in Bengal. She was the daughter to and suc- 
cessor of the local king or chief and Gopāla, her husband, ruled as her 
substitute. There is the mention of a village named Dedda-pura in an 
inscription dated in a subsequent century. The village name seems to 
have come from her. Now the question is the etymology of the name Dedda 
or Deddà. The name was not of a commoner, it belonged to a princess. 
So it should be Indo-Aryan. If this hypothesis is accepted the etymology 
becomes clear: Daydrdra('Merciful Lady’)>*Dayadda>Deddi, Dedda. 
The name Piccakunda is very interesting though | am not sure of the etymo- 
logy of the first part of the name. There is a village in the district of 
Burdwan(?) named Pic(a)Kuri. Obviously the modern place name is identi- 
cal with the old personal name and both seem to be pejorative. literally mean- 
ing ‘spitton’, If this meaning is accepted “Рїсса” and "Pic(a)" is a derivative 
the denominative root ‘piccaya-’ meaning ‘to press flat, to squeeze’. But 
er meaning is more probable and acceptive. “Picca”, "Pic(o)" may be a 
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derivative of ‘picu’ meaning ‘cotton’ and ‘cotton plant’, and the personal 
name will imply ‘owner of a cotton plantation’, i.e, a well-to-do man,

PREFACE 


The present work, A Linguistic Study of Personal Names and Surnames in 
Bengali, a thesis, worked out under the guidance of Professor Sukumar 
Sen adjudicated by Professor Suniti Kumar Chatterji and Professor S. 
M. Katre (Deccan College, Pune), has been accepted by the University of 
Calcutta (C.U.) for the D.Phil. degree in Arts in 1966. Recommended by 
my masters and lying seven years with the University, for favour of publi- 
cation, it had to pass through another seven years to come out of the press, 
the first forme printed early in 1974 while the last ones early in 1981. 


The consideration of personal as well as geographical onomastics pre- 
sents a mass of very valuable linguistic material for the study not only of 
Linguistics but also of Sociology as well as of the economic and cultural 
history of a particular people. Personal names in some parts of India, when 
contrasted with that of Bengal, seem to be a bit elaborate one, and there 
are in addition to the personal names various other elements in the forma- 
tion of the full names of an individual. In some areas, the name of the 
father comes first and then of the individual and in some other, viz., South 
India, the village-name comes first, the initial of which is generally used in 
the present days. The most remarkable thing in Bengali personal names 
was the early establishment of surnames. In Bengali, surnames as such 
can be said to be well over a thousand vears old which, however, were not 
known or were not very common in Ancient India. The Maharashtrian 
surnames are in some cases as old as those of Bengal. 


The attention of my study is confined to personal names and also to 
surnames of one linguistic stock from the historical point of view, I have 
not considered the Muslim names, the reason of which is mentioned in the 
introduction. The accompanying historical and cultural background of 
each and every period is quite relevant as to the understanding of the nature 
and development of personal names and surnames of this particular stock, 
ranging from the fifth century to the fourth decade of the twentieth century. 
More to speak, it is necessary in the case of drawing out the cultural and 
sociological implications lying embedded in the nomenclature. Throughout 
the text, neither have I adopted any uncouth way of getting into the mean- 
ing of the personal names and surnames nor have I taken help of any 
bizare derivation, 





This my attention and attitude to the legacy of my land and the people, 
from such a special angle, had been directed by my preceptor (guru) Pro- 
fessor Sukumar Sen furthered and enlivened by my professor and adjudicator 
Professor Suniti Kumar Chatterji. I had the privilege of sitting at the 
feet of these two of my masters, one who sought and the other who 
is seeking to read the mysterious ways of words and speech in India, 
who are woven intimately into the history and development of the Depart- 
ment of Comparative Philology and can even be said to have knitted some 
of the studies and departments of The University, Calcutta. Eventually, for 
the warm encouragement and paternal guidance for well over three decades, 
I must acknowledge my continued debt to Professor Sen, who is uncom- 
promisingly dedicated to the study of language, literature and culture of my 
land and the people, scintilating with an impeccable scholarly record of 
more than fifty years.

Despite the support and guidance from them and many others, there are 
many errors of commission and omission that will be obvious to the readers 
of the present work. Consequently, the fault, if fault there be, is mine.

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INTRODUCTION 


NOTHING goes without a name, bc it a person or a thing. the days of a 
week or the months of a year, the terrestrial rivers and seas or celestial 
Stars and planets. Everything, in this universe, has a name, And so it 
is with the people of Bengal. 

The English ‘Bengal’ and Portuguese 'Bengalla^ are from Persian 
'Bangàlah' (from 'Vangàla') meaning the country as a whole. It came 
into use during the carly part of the Muslim rule. Before the 
Muslim invasion there was no definite territorial name for Bengal, as a 
whole. From eleventh-twelfth century, the country was known as ‘Gauda- 
Vanga' or ‘Gauda-Vangala’. Before that, different regions of the country 
were known in different names, viz, Varendri. Rarha (Suhma), Vanea 
and Samalata (Pattikera, Cattala, Kamarñpa, Prigjvotisa). 

Opinion differs as to the meaning and source of the word “Майра”. 
It might be the land inhabited by the people ‘Vanga’. It might mean the 
people who lived in *Vanga', which probably meant (waterlogged) marshy- 
land, and then the habitation, i.e., the country ‘Vanga’. 

The word *Vaneala’ as the adjectival form from 'Vanga' is in use from 
the eleventh-twelfth century. This 'Vangála' might have come from 
'Vangapála', a king of Ahicchatrà, mentioned in а cave inscription 
(approximately 100 A.D.) found at Pabhos& near Kausámbi in Uttar 
Pradesh. It was made to be inscribed by  Asádha-sena, the son of 
Vangapala. Whatever the meaning might be, the word 'Vangapála' we get 
definitively in this inscription. However, the word “Vaneali’, to mean the 
inhabitants of Bengal (literally, ‘belonging to Bengal’), comes into use 
during the earlier part of the cighteenth century, 

The subject of the present work is a study of personal names and 
also of surnames used by the native people of Bengal, who spoke the 
language of the country. i.c.. Vangall. 

Before the Aryanisation of Bengal there lived many non-Aryan races 
who had had their own personal nomenculture which is quite evident from 
some of the desi and hyper-Sanskritized forms of P N. Presently it is not 
possible to Know the personal nomenclature which was current before the 
advent of the Aryan language into this part of India save a few of the desi 
forms, both in personal and place names, 

Historically, the records of Bengal are available from about the last 
of the fourth century, ic, after Bengal came under the suzerainty of the 
Guptas. Consequently, the country’s social structure. customs and manners, 
slowly but steadily, came under the Aryan domination. So is the case 
with the Bengali personal nomenclature. Ultimately, it may be said, in 
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general. that most of the Bengali Р N have cognate forms in the Old 
Indo-Aryan. Like Germanic and Celtic, Bengali has also a single name 
for each individual and generally the names are made up of the compo- 
nents, the second of which sometimes bears a meaning, sometimes having 
no sense at all 

However. the present work intends a linguistic study of the nature and 
history of the Hindu Bengali P N, approximately from 400 A.D. to 1938 A.D. 
and omit the Mohammedan P N as almost all of them are of forcign origin. 
For convenience, whole of the study is being divided into three periods, 
viz., early, middle and modern, Each of the mentioned periods has some- 
thing to tell and something to record and accordingly, it can be seid that 
in one part, mention is there of the characteristics and general tendencies 
of the three periods and the other part containing the record of P N 
running through the three periods. In other words, the study is divided 
into two parts. The first part dealing with the general characteristics and 
tendencies and the second part with the text, i.e.. the list of names, of each 
of the three periods concerned. 

The long stretch, of roughly, fifteen hundred years, is divided into 
three periods. The early period begins with the early fifth century (when 
we get the earliest documents containing P N) to the end of the twelfth 
century. This period can be said to have the Hindu period of Bengal as 
its background. Naturally, the study of this period is based mainly on 
inscriptions, which is not available to the reading public. The middle period 
begins with the thirteenth century running up to the middle of the nine- 
teenth century. This period may be marked as the mediaeval period, ie., 
roughly the Muslim period of Bengal, as its background. The main 
sources of the study of this period are almost exclusively based on literary 
records and some genealogical registers. The modern period extends from 
the middle of the nineteenth century right upto the fourth decade of the 
twentieth century. The background of this period can be said to be the 
British rule and English education. During this period there had been a 
rejuvenation of almost all the departments of Bengali life. The sources 
of this period are based mainly on gencalogical resisters, electoral rolls, 
various lists gathered from various sources, literary and documentary. 
Thus the materials concerned seem to vary, from inscriptions to literary 
compilations, from literary biographies to eulogies on local deities, from 
gencalogical registers to most modern documents. 

In the early period, firstly, there are records of P N made up of a 
simplex or a simplex followed by a component or a compound or à com- 
pound followed by à component or a compound followed by a compound. I 
The sources of P N of this period are classified into two classes and one _ 
sub-class. They are respectively desi and Indo-Aryan and hyper Sanskritized — — 
дей forms. In course of time the final components of the P N made up S 
Pat e: Drs sy жыры ы nie m a у ch AR 
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separate surnames implying an additional name of descriptive or allusive 
kind instead of being used as simply a complement to the P N. 

This period does not bear any testimony as to the presence of caste 
distinctions other than the brahmins and non-brahmins. A varied classi- 
fication of peoples is there according to the profession and not according 
lo the caste. There are quite a number of P N where brahmin names 
accompany some surnames which are used by the non-brahmins. It may 
indicate that, save a few. there was no hard and fast rule as to the adoption 
of surnames among the peoples of this period, both brahmins and non- 
brahmins. By the later part, the use of 'gü/ü ic, the names of the 
residential villages with the P N of the brahmins have had a definitive 
foothold with reference to the classification of the same. However. this 
‘gani system can be traced back to the sixth to eighth centuries. The use 
of surnames takes the gencral field of personal nomenclature and become 
an indispensable part of the same. The general structure of the P N bends 
towards Indo-Aryan as is clear from the list of the initial components 
which with the help of other components create two or more names, the 
numbers of which accompany the components. 

Before passing on to the middle period, we are in a handicap as to 
the necessaries, for some two hundred years, the reason of which is stated 
in its proper place. However, as we pass on to the middle period we 
find that the generai tendency is towards forming a P N made up of two, 
though there are abundance of P N made up of one. Of course, some can 
be explained by way of hypocoristic and derogatory forms. Some names 
bear the testimony of some interesting social customs and beliefs which 
can be said to be in practice even to day. The professional classification 
of the people of the early period becomes the criteria for caste distinc- 
tions during this middle period. The Hindu caste-structure takes the form 
of some water-tight compartments with all possible rigidities. More rigid 
becomes the system of ‘gdfi’ with the P N of the brahmins of this period. 
The Hindus were not reluctant to serve in the army of their Muslim 
rulers even as early as the beginning of the sixteenth century. Some P N 
bear the definitive testimony of the Persian influence even in the upper- 
most stratum of the society, i.e, the brahmins. 

In the middle period surnames are classified according to Castes. 
Some of the listed surnames of this period are titles conferred on the 
Hindus by their Muslim rulers. There are some Indo-Aryan titles which 
imply the versatility of the recipients in the Sastras. By a comparative 
study of the lists of the initial components, which with the help of other 
components create two or more P N, placed at the end of both of the 
periods concerned, it can be marked distinctly that the trend of the P N 

` of this period is closer to the Indo-Aryan than the Р N of the сапу 
` period. Meanwhile, by the end of this period Bengal came under the 
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direct control and rule of the British, the proud possessor of the European 
civilisation. 

With the passing on to the modern, the peoples of the period can be 
said to have been dazzled by the splendour and beauty of the European 
civilisation under whom Bengal already passed more than піпсіу years. 
Not to speak of any comparison with the then European civilisation, deep 
drunk with the nector of the Renaissance, this much can be confirmed 
that during this modern period almost all the avenues of Bengali life were 
illuminated by the light of knowledge and reason of the West. 

A short period of some ninety years, which comprises this modern 
period, has got variegated influences like political, social, economic, religious, 
cultural and educational, of which mentioa can be made of the country's 
trade relations with different foreign lands, introduction of vernacular in 
the general and English in the higher studies, the Brahmo movement, the 
administrative separation of Bengal from Bihar and Orissa, the World War 
of 1914-18 A.D., ctc, etc. As the consequence of the reformatory move- 
ments, the Hindu Bengali personal nomenclature sought a new convention 
lo such an extent that the names of objects, both celestial and terrestrial, 
physical objects and qualities, both heavenly and earthly, are considered 
to be the sources of P N and surnames. In other words, more stress is 
laid on the finer and subtle, natural and human, qualities in comparison 
to the other two earlier periods. 

The caste structure. of the society becomes more rigid and elaborate 
as the genealogical registers comel more and more into the notices of the 
people, so that one might boast of one's own genealogy. More and more 
people become conscious and anxious of having titles, be of Hindu or 
Muslim origin, at the cost of the hereditary surnames. Consequently, 
there arises the class of titles, some indicating the versatility in the 
Sastras, some the official designations. Accordingly, there are the 
lists of learned tithes and official designations. Varied аге the 
surnames, in this period, of which some are the names of residential 
villages, some are of trees and plants, some are of animals and birds, 
some are of performed religious rites and professions. Naturally, the 
history and nature of Bengali surnames which need and are being dealt 
with, in a seperate chapter, from its early inception to the — 
extremity. 

The general tendency of the P N of this modern period, is to have 
a nomen made up of two, ic. a simplex followed by a component or а 
compound or a compound followed by a component, and a surname or 
title, finally. The list of the second components to the simplex or com- 
pound is given with the list of the initial components, only to prove that 
this modern period has radbhava and foreign forms as the component 
over and above the fatsama forms. There are traces of /adbhava forms 
even as the second component over and above the гаѓѕата forms. To 
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speak more of the nascent personal nomenclature, it can be forwarded 
that one initial component can create innumerable numbers of P N with 
the help of various second components. Thus the initial components, 
Candra, Jagat, Satya, with the help of second components, can form 
respectively as many as twentyseven, thirtyeight and thirtynine P N. 
Similarly, Krsna, Siba, Hara, Hari can form respectively seventy, thirty- 


nine, thirtytwo and fortyeight P N, There might have more P N formed 
from each of the initial components. 

The female names also bear the same characteristics and light as of 
the males and accordingly, they also have their second components to form 
a PN. The list of the second components will indicate, more or less, the 
same virtuousity in constructing the same. The list of hypocoristic and 
derogatory names of this modern period are more varied than the previous 
one in as much as the P N of this period sometimes take even more than 
two components (in the case of a compound and a component) to make 
one P N and by way of making names easily pronunciable, there arise 
a lot of hypocoristic and derogatory forms of the same. This period secms 
to be more rich, as to the record of P N, carrying with them some of the 
most interesting social customs and beliefs. There are also traces of 
Persian, Hindi and a tinge of the English (Western) influences in the 
construction of Bengali P N. Hence we get a good many numbers of 
such, some of Persian and some of Hindi origin. Even the second 
component of a name seems to bear the testimony of the influence of 
Hindi, e.g. Hindi—lal—in Ananta-làl, Hirá-lál, ctc. 

The ultimate sources of all the P N covering all the three periods 
seem to be of two classes. Sources of one class is the. nomenclature of 
gods and goddesses, Vedic or mythological and heavenly objects or attri- 
butes. The other is the nomenclature of this physical world, objective or 
attributive. In other words, one criterion is whether the P N is after 
the names of Indo-Aryan gods or goddesses or mythological figures or 
celestial stars, planets, zodiac, etc., or figures of the Ramayana and Maha- 
bharata and the other criterion is whether the same is of descriptive type, 
objective or subjective. 

A separate type of classification is adhered to im as much as, a Р № 
is a word or words by which a person is symbolised. Sounds uttered 
bearing a meaning is a word. Different meanings have differen! sounds, 
constructing different words. Similarly, different persons have different 
names constructed out of different sounds. So both words and names are 
sounds, bearing a meaning. Thus, from a linguistic point of view names 
can be classified, as much as words, primarily into original and loan. 
The original class of names are those which have the Indo-Aryan nomen- 
clature as their sources. Now, by way of passing from the Old Indo- 
Aryan, through the Middle Indo-Aryan, to the New Indo-Aryan some 
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forms are modified. some taken un-modified and some taken un- 
modificd in the carly stage but undergone changes in the later 
Stages, which can be termed respectively as fadbhava, tatsama and 
Semi-/atsama. The other class of P N ie, loan, are those which 
come forth as a result of fusion of cultures, native and foreign, with that 
of the Aryans, Accordingly, there arose two classes of the same, viz desi 
and foreign. The desi class emanated out of the fusion of the Aryan culture 
with some of the pre-Aiyan cultures like Dravidian, Austric, etc. The 
foreign class, however, is the outcome of the influences of some foreign 
cultures, e.g, Persian (and through it Turki and Arabic), Portuguese 
(with slight Dutch and French), and English. 

For some more conveniences I give the English equivalent of cach 
and every P N, as far as possible. Thus, in analysing a P N, the following 
system is followed. 

Firstly, the source of the Р N as a name itself, ic.. the name of god 
or goddess or myth or the nomenclature of the two epics or descriptive, 
to which the name conforms, are being mentioned. 

Secondly, the mention is there of the class of P N, as a word itself. 
In other words, attempts are being made to classify the P N into tadbhava, 
tatsama, Semi-fatsama, desi and foreign. In the cases of foreign, respec- 
live foreign forms are being mentioned with the English equivalents. 
Hypocoristic, derogatory and some other names are being supplied some 
with sources and’ some without, in the cases of untraceable. All through 
the modern and middle periods there is anomally as to the orthography of 
certain names. Special mention can be made in connection with f and î, 
j and у. In the text they are being put forward after due corrections. 
From the middle period and onwards b is being used always instead of 
v excepting in the post-consonantal position where v is used. In one case, 
however, I retain as many variations of the same form as found in the 
text, viz., Bamayari, only to keep the mediaeval fervour and shades of 
changes. 

By far, efforts are made to make this study from a linguistic point 
of view with a tinge of historical developments throughout the centuries 
concerned. But it would not be judicious to take this as a wholesome study 
of Bengali P N. Hundreds and thousands of names prevailed in hundreds of 
years—some passed through—some fossilized—some perished. New names 
came in as the consequence of changes—religious, social and political. 
Some older names prevail—some of them prevailed the old — — 
some developed new meanings bearing with them some of e

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PART ONE

CHAPTER 1 


The present work is a study of the nature and history of personal nomen- 
clature of Bengalee Hindus. both male and female. embracing a period of 
some fifteen hundred years, roughly from the fourth decade of the fifth cen- 
tury to the fourth decade of the twenticth century. With reference to the 
modern extremity, the study extends upto the pre-war period, ic., fourth 
dacade of the twenticth century. The Mohammedan names, however, do 
not fall within my scope as most of them are of Perso-Arabic origin. 

However, for convenience of study, whole of this stretch of fiftcen 
hundred years are divided into three periods, viz, the early period, the 
middle period and the modern period. 

The early period extends from the fourth decade of the fifth century 
to the twelfth century, ie, the Hindu period of the early history of Bengal. 
As to the records and matters relating to this period, this much can be 
said that all of them are scattered, some in cave inscriptions, some in 
pillar inscriptions and some in image inscriptions, some in copper plates 
and some in literary records. Naturally, the study of this period is based, 
largely and mainly, on inscriptions and to some extent on some literary 
records, the historicity of which are undoubtedly established by the scholars. 

By middle period | mean the period from the thirteenth century to 
the middle of the nineteenth century, ie.. 1850, the major portion of which 
can be said to be the mediaeval history of Bengal under the Muslims, 
which can be said fo be full of mist and darkness, as very meagre histori- 
cal records can be had from this period, which will serve our purpose. 
During the Muslim period (1200-1757 A.D.) neither do we get any such 
inscriptions, as of the early Hindu period, which illuminates the life and 
time of the province nor any letter-book which are available from other pro- 
vinces of the Mughal India nor any history or memoir either in Sanskrit 
or in vernacular. The inscriptions during the Muslim rule, which are found 
in Bengal, are in Arabic and Persian and simply state the names of tho 
builders of mosques and tombs and their dates which are apparently out 
of my periphery. The only exception. however, is the studies in Vaish- 
navism. which is related with the Mughal period. For this period, we are 
to base our study mainly on the literary evidences, be of Vaishnavism or 
of various local cults. 

The Vaishnava literature offers us a vivid picture of social order and 
customs of the period of the great Caitanyadeva whose incarnation had led 
the country and people towards light and life and saved them from the 
dark gloom of ignorance of the contemporary times.

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The major portion of the findings of this middle period are the out- 
put of the literary evidences scattered in the works of different centuries. 
Of the later part of the fifteenth century we have the genealogical register 
of poets and authors like Kritivasa and Vipradása of ‘Manasdvijaya’. As 


to the sixteenth century we have ‘Sekafubhodaya" by Halàyudha Misra, 
'Caitanvabhügavata' by Vrndavanadasa. б aifanyacaritamrta’ by Krsnadasa 


Kavirája and ‘Candimarigala’ by Mukundarama Cakravarti. Of this century 
€ aitanvabhágavata' and 'Caitamyacaritàmrtü can be said to be the most 


remarkable treatises on Vaishnavism and the Vaishnavites. For the pre- 
sent study they are the mines of resources. There is also 'Candimangala' 
which delineates the life of the Bengalees with deep insight into the econo- 
mic, social and religious institutions of the people of all stratum. so much 
so that it can be said to be a national epic of the century concerned. For 
seventeenth century, I take help of the gencalogical registers of Küsirám- 
dasa, Ketakádása Ksemánanda of ‘Manasdmarigala’ and ‘Candraprabha’, 
а full genealogical register of the Vaidyas, by Bharata Mallika, Bhirat- 
candra Ráya's works offer us a nomenclature which was current in eight- 
eenth century, a century which may be said to be the threshold of the nine- 
teenth and twentieth centuries’ personal nomenclature. 

For a more deiailed study of this period, names are taken from some 
genealogical registers, the historicity of about all of which may not be 
admired, with some meagre exception. But the present subject is not 
concerned with the historicity of these gencalogical registers, as is clear 
from the scope of the same. So I take help of 'Candrüprabhá' and the 
voluminous 'Vanger Jafiva Itihās' by Nagendra Nath Vasu, who very fruit- 
fully utilised various genealogical registers of the Brühmana, the Kāyastha 
and the Иайуа. Thus, with the help of the literary and genealogical evi- 
dences. wc can get a few glimpses of the fifteenth to the nineteenth century. 

The modern period comprises the beginning of the second half of the 
nineteenth century to the fourth decade of the twentieth century. It’s a 
period which can be marked as the threshold of India's being a nation. In 
another sense it can be said that the economic, social, political and religious 
life of Bengal was strongly activised by the strong waves of reforming acti- 
vities of the great sons of the soil and foreigners too.

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: CHAPTER Ш 
The carly period for the study of names stretches over an arca of all the 
four ancient divisions of Bengal viz, Varendri, Suhma (or Rarha), Vanga 
and Kamariipa (or Prāgjyotişa). running through the fourth decade of the 
fifth century to the early part of the thirteenth century. It is rather safe to 
base the study of this period mainly on the inscriptions as nothing is more 
reliable or authentic than these inscriptions with specified date. 


However, for this period I take help of some three more works, the 
historicity of which are undoubtedly recognised by scholars. One of them 
is Ramacarita by Sandhyákaranandi, which can be regarded as the most 
important literary document regarding the history of the Pala rule in 
Bengal. The auhor being a younger contemporary of Rāmapāla (twelfth 
century) and three other succeeding kings of the Palas of Bengal, we get 
some important references as to the names current in that period. Two 
other works are mainly anthology of Sanskrit poems compiled before the 
thirteenth century. One of them is Kavindravacanasamuccaya as named 
and edited by F. W. Thomas, and published in the Bibliotheka Indica and 
also published as Subhasitaratnakosa of Vidyákara as edited by Daniel H. H. 
Ingalls and Kousambi. This work contains many poems of authors in which 
some can be recognised as Bengali. The second work of collection of poems, 
the date of which is fixed at 1207 A.D., is Saduktikarnamrta compiled by 


Sridharadása, son of Vatudása who was a close friend and mahāsāmanta- 
cidamani (a feudatory) of Laksmanasena. The compiler himself was a 
royal officer (ruler of one mandala) and the right-hand man of Laksmana- 
sena. Some writers of this collection can be recognised as Bengali, some 
kings, some princes, some courticrs and commoners who are contemporary 
to the compiler. One of the authors is mentioned as ''Vangila"', 


After a close study of the inscriptions ranging from the fifth to the 
 thirteenth century and the other three works we come across many persons 
of whom some are kings, some are officers( kavastha), some are inscribers 
(rdnaka), some are villagers (kulika and Kutumbi). chief persons of 
villages and towns, merchants (frest/i), etc., along with a big list of 
Brahmins. 


Of this period, more or less, one thousand and sixty three names are 
. being collected including some female names. It can be analysed from 
the names of these inscriptions and other sources that there are two

Of the desi class mention must be made of the 
attempts of Sanskritizing the names which prevailed in the pre-Aryan days.

The second class of desi PN is the hyper-Sanskritized forms in which 
some pleonastic affixes are being added finally to those in order to give 
them a Sanskrit form.

in the thirteenth century and after, e.g, in the case of the names of the

Ie 
has been mentioned beforchand that the theory of Bengali names is that of 
one name for cach individual but generally the names are made up of two, 
though sometimes with more components. There might have been hundreds 
of second or third components with hundreds of first components comprising 
thousands of PN. By way of passing through the ages some passed 
through, some fossilized and some perished, running parallel to the social, 
religious and political events. However, out of these one thousand and 
sixty three names of this early period I could sort out the following final 
components. both male and female.

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components were later sporadically used as second components which 
afterwards became something like that of allusive kind and then became 
hereditary. Some of them became out of use yielding place to new. Now 
by way of passing through, the survived components used as the second or 
third changed their relations with the first components as a result of 
metanalysis and instead of being used as complements to the first are used 
as seperate surnames which implies an additional name of descriptive or 
allusive nature attached to PN and occasionally, becoming hereditary, Lc. 
the name common to all members of a family. This can be discussed 
with more precision. Sometimes we find some kind of alliteration and 
variation as a device to mention the family connections in the personal 
nomenclature of the early period. 


Thus we come across Tatata, the son of Subhata, the grandson of 
Bhogata. Here variation is in the first element and alliteration is in the 
second clement. A very fine example can be cited here as the source of 
the Pala dynasty of Bengal. The son of Vapyata, Gopšla is the father 
of Dharma-pála and grandfather of Deva-pála as if Сораја is of two 
components and the second component '-püla' has been taken out of the 
PN and then adopted as the additional name and finally became hereditary, 
indicating clearly towards the formation of surnames, as a device to 
describe members of a family, as belonging to the same. This can be 
supplemented by mentioning that after the Varmans (the family of 
Sálastambha) of Kámarüpa, Brahma-péla was chosen by the people to 
be the king of Катагӣра and he is the founder of the Palas of Kámarüpa. 
Now Dharma-pàla (of the Palas of Kamariipa—twelfth century). in his 
inscription, mentions his father Sriharsa-pála as the 'pálakula pradipa' and 
himself to be 'pálánvayümbuja ravi. This similarity might be explained 
thus: that the kings of Káümarüpa (tenth-twelfth century) might have 
taken the second component '-pála' from the then ruling kings of the 
Pila dynasty of Bengal (Gauda). 


Similar examples can be cited which were current even upto the 
middle of the eleventh century. Thus we get ISvaraghosa, son of Dhavala- 
ghosa, grandson of Bala-ghosa, great grandson of Dhürta-ghosa. Udaya- 
kara-Sarma, son of ВһаѕКага, grandson of Rahas-kara, great grandson of 
Ratnà-kara. Krsna-dhara-deva-sarmana, son of Nara-simba-dhara-deva 


$armana, grandson of Ndardyana-dhara-deva-Sarmana, great grandson of 
Jagaddhara-deva-Sarmana. Gurava-misra. son of Kedára-miéra. Desa-pila 
(Br), son of Savara-pala, grandson of Hari-pàála. VateSvara-svami, son of 
Saunaka-svàmi. grandson of Prajapati-svami, great grandson of Vatsa- 
svàmi. Vira-datta (Br), son of Sadganga-datta, grandson of ' 
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Vaidya-deva, brother of Budha-deva, son of Bodhi-deva, grandson of 
Yoga-deva. Vydsa-ganhga, son of Vibhü- райра, grandson of Nanda-gahga. 


From the study of the final components, as has been listed above. 
it can be said that the following final components have taken — 
forms as surnames by the middle of the eleventh century.

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their being the names of 'gáni'. (cf. the present Aeftu-grama and garol(a)- 
хасла of Bengal). Of the final components ‘bhat{a’ and ‘bhatti’ : ‘-varma’, 
-varmana' and '-varmá'; ‘-Sarma’, ‘-4armana’ and ‘-4arma’ only *-bhatta’, 
‘varmana’ (Varman) and *-Sarmana’ (Sarman) are taken. Others are the 
variants of the same. 


However, from the list it can easily be recognised that excepting -acárya, 
-Sarmana, -mi$ra and -svšmi all other surnames were taken both by brahmins 
and non-brahmins alike. That is to say, excepting those four. there was 
no specific surname to indicate the caste, in the modern sense of the term. 
In the Nidhanpuralipi (seventh century) of Bhaskaravarma we find a list 
of brahmin-names ending in -ghosa, -datta, -dása, -пара, -pála, -mitra, 
-үаѕи, -sena, -soma and -svami. Furthermore, we get one Vira-datta (Br) 
in the first C Pl Inscr. of Ratnapála (early eleventh century). We get 
another DeSa-pala (Br) in the first C PI inscr. of Indrapála (middle eleventh 
century). 


Running through the materials of this early period this much can be 
gathered that there is no specific mention of any caste excepting the brahmins 
till the eleventh century. АП others, comprising the non-brahmins, have 
the simple reference to their profession. be of kings or of officers. Mention 
are there of the vast categories of rünaka:; karanika ; jyestha kāyastha, 
prathama kāyastha and Káyasthd; prathama pustapala and pustapala; 
prathama svürthavüha and svürthavüha ; kulika, kutumbi and khüdei but no 
hint is there as to the caste of any one of them. In 'Réámacarita' the author 
claims the Palas to be Ksatriva. But this much can be adduced that rulers 
are AKsatriya by right and no such criterion of cast arose in the matrimonial 
connections among the then rulers of the different regions of India. The 
only specific mention of the non-brahmin caste is of the Kaivartas (twelfth 
century). 


The system of introducing gani with the name of а Brahmin. which 
might have come forth by way of geographical and social necessities. came 
from the name of the villages in which the brahmins settled or made to 
settle by kings or rulers or private donors. By the middle of the twelfth 
century we get the mention of ‘сайт in as much as Sšñgokà. the mother of 
Bhatta Bhavadeva is Vandyaghatiya. Sarvünanda, the son of Artihara, is 
also Vandyaghatiya. Bhatta Bhavadeva himself is from Siddhalagráma. 
The recipient, in Madanapála's Manhali grant, Vatesvara-svámi-Sarmá is 
also from the village Campahatta. In Sridharadása's Saduktikarndmrta’ 
(1207 A.D.) we find some names of brahmins in which the names of villages 
are mentioned first.

CHAPTER IV 


With the same geographical area, as of the early period, the middle period 
begins from the thirteenth century right upto the end of the first half of 
the nineteenth century, і.е. from 1200-1850 A.D. The main sources of 
this period’s study of names rest upon the literary evidences which are 
mentioned below. 


The genealogical register of Krttivása.

_ It is clear from the mentioned references that the study begins actually 
from the later part, rather the last decade of the fifteenth century with 


and historical records, in the form of history or memoir, can be had of 
the Muslim rule in Bengal What we have is of no use to this subject. 
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*Alā-ud-din Husain Shah in 1493 A.D. Under the able and peaceful rule 
of Husain Shah the people heaved a sigh of relief. The prosperity of 
the people and country spread with all its lustre. It is in this reign 
that the throbbing of the centuries and aspirations of the country 
reverberated in the form and spirit of Caitanyadeva. Practically. life of 
the Bengali people was regenerated by Caitanyadeva. Thenceforward the 
quite and steady flow of logic, philosophy and religious discourses, 
poetry and songs, tuning sometimes with the traditional Ramayana and 
Mahabharata. sometimes with the sweet lyricism of the cult of Radha 
and Krsna, sometimes culogising the local cults, have been flowing with 


the life of Bengal upto the end of this period. 


By way of a minor discussion as to the extent of the influence of the 
Muslim rule in Bengal, it can be mentioned that during the Mughal 
period Bengal was directly connected with Delhi as a part of the empire. 
Especial mention can be made that during the rule of Jehangir, a new 
class of Bengalees, both Hindu and Mohammedan, emerged out of the 
growing necessity of state revenue system. The ambitious Hindus and 
Mohammedans of the soil were psychologically forced to pick up the 
Persian language, hitherto a foreign tongue, either to keep up themselves 
to the standard of the ruling class or to get hold of or come closer to 
the provincial administrative posts. The name of Bháratcandra Rüya. the 
court-poct of Nadia (middle seventeenth century), may be forwarded in 
this connection. In other words, Bengal was connected with Delhi and 
other parts of the vast Mughal empire, politically, economically and 
socially. Consequently, there was that intermingling of cultures along 
with the mingling of peoples and languages. Such was the consequence 
in the case of Bengali names during the seventeenth century and later 
periods. 


However, from the evidences we can gather that the general source 
of the names of this period is more or less Indo-Aryan in nature and 
form. The names of this period clearly designate two classes, One is 
the class which can be put in the category of names, some hypocoristic 
and some derogatory. They are formed by way of apocope or syncope 
or some divergent phonetic changes. The other class of names is of the 
Indo-Aryan form of gods and goddesses either Vedic or of the local cult 
or of descriptive type. Thus the following is the list of some of the most 
interesting examples out of the former class, Le. hypocoristic and deroga- 
tory.

Throughout this middle period it can be marked. with certainty, that 
the framework of Hindu caste structure has already come to a full-fledged 
rigidity. The brahministic sapience has always tried to keep apart the 
Muslim society, as may be clarified simply by the terms applied to the 
same as 'mleccha' and ‘yavana’.

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CHAPTER V 


By the time we come to the modern period (1850-1938 A.D.) Bengal, 
already experiencing a foreign rule, can be said to have been passing 
through a phase towards its destiny. The period begins from the middle 
of the nineteenth century and runs upto the period of the beginning of 
the Second World War of 1939 A.D. roughly a period of eightyeight 
years. The geographical area being more or less same as the other two 
perids, at least upto the beginning of the twentieth century, when in the 
first decade of the same, Bengal was adminstratively separated from Bihar, 
Orissa and Assam. 

The main sources of the study of this period are the volumes of 
Vanüger Јайуа Itihas by Nagendra Nath Vasu, comprising an exhaustive 
collection of Hindu Bengali genealogical registers and a selective study of 
the authors” index of the volume of “арда Sahityer Itihas by Dr. Sukumar 
Sen. Ample examples are taken from some electoral rolls and the dailies, 
Amrita Bazar Patrika and Yueüntar, which can be said to be tho 
characteristic products of the West. 

Not to speak of the military and administrative set-up of Bengal or 
of any other region of India. it can be said that erstwhile Bengali intelli- 
gentia have been experiencing a period which is very significant from 
many aspects, political, economic, social, religious, cducational, cultural, 
etc, etc. Blindfolded by the grandeur of the Mughals, the mouldy and 
mopish Bengal are being shaken vigorously by the robust materialistic virility 
of the British, one of the claimants of the European civilization, which again 
is the fruit of the Renaissance, 

It is during this period, ie. after the Great Mutiny, that India comes 
under the direct control and rule of the Home Government. A new 
system or outlook prevails both in adminstration and reformations. As 
a consequence of the repeated waves of modernisation of the age-old 
institutions of the country, one section of people acts rather antagonistically. 
As a result of prevailing peace in administration, they bend upon the old 
genealogical registers, As more and more genealogical registers come 
into light people become more and more fond of connecting themselves 
with various genealogical superiors, discarding their own. 

Accordingly, the genealogical registers become more and more compli- 
cated and unrealistic and not in often, entirely fictitious and even forged. 
Most of the genealogical registers can be said to be the product of the 
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nineteenth century, excepting a few. The eliect of English education and 
amenities, brought in by the British rule, was to rouse the Bengali life 
from the slumber of ages. Social reforms introduced by Каја Rammohan 
Ray and persued further by Isvarcandra Vidyasagar, the establishing of the 
Indian National Congress and gradual industrialization were the major steps 
that carried India to the forum of Western civilization. In this connection one 
must not forget the contribution of the Brahma movement and the efforts 
of Svami Vivekananda in establishing the Ramkrishna Mission. By the 
end of the modern period Bengal emerges out of the boredom and 
superstitions to a place, clearly marked in the World Atlas and the 
Bengalees regained that amount of self-confidence by dint of which they 
stand at par with other nations of the world. 

With the progress of education the people of Bengal come closer to 
the Western as well as the Aryan culture of their own. A new light is 
gained and the effulgence of the Indo-Aryan culture is being felt deeply 
by the people of Bengal. Accordingly, the PN of this period are marked 
with more closeness to the Indo-Aryan structure. People bend more 
upon natural and human aspects than the divine, preferring the longer to 
the shorter forms of PN, even in the case of female names. As a result 
there arise the need for more hypocoristic and derogatory forms for the 
ordinary people for daily life. Thus,

The early part of this period has a record of some names which can 
be said to be the remnant of the Muslim culture, intertwined with the 
personal nomenclature of the Bengali Hindus. The adoption of such 
names of Arabic and Persian origin may have come from the reaction to 
the Western civilization and adulation to the Muslim splendour. Ultima- - 
tely, the Indo-Aryan opulence, with all its elegance and imagination, pre- 
vailed in the system of naming of the Bengali Hindus. By the thirties of 
the twentieth century no trace of names of Arabic and Persian origin can 
be had excepting a few instances in the nomenclature of the people of 
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the lowest stratum. Instead, words of Arabic and Persian origin are 
traceable in the honorary appellations which are being borne by the bearers, 
rather proudly, even to the present day, at the cost of some original 
surnames. Following ıs the list of some names which bear the Muslim

It has been noted beforehand that it is in this period that Bengal comes 
in the foreground of Indian nationalism by way of its many-folded develop- 
ments. Of all the regions of India Bengal is the first to receive the Western 
light of education and learning. Moreover, under the centralised adminis- 
tration of the British, Bengal becomes one among the different provinces 
of India. As a result it is internally connected with the rest of India. 
politically and economically, which ultimately leads, among other things. to 
the adoption of some of the Hindi forms in the system of naming of the 
Bengalees. Though not recorded extensively, yet a few can be gathered 
from out of the genealogical registers which prove that there may have 
hundreds of such but remain unnoticed. Thus following are the Hindi 
forms, the second components of which are Bengali tafsama and tadbhava 
forms. In the case of the second component -làl-, however, it can be said 
that the source of the word is Hindi lāl< lad < lādnā, to make love.

CHAPTER VI 


With reference to the study of the origin, nature and development of the 
Bengali cognomen, ice, surnames, it can be said that they are being 
discussed and stratified with the requisite historical background into their 
respective periods into which the whole of the field of my study is divided. 
However, by way of recollection, it must be borne in mind that in the 
early period there is no categorical mention of the classes and sub-classes 
of the present-day Hindu society excepting the two-way classification into 
Brühmana and Südra ic, non-brahmins. The so-called surnames are the 
sccond or third components of the Bengali names of the early period. 
Then, by way of metanalysis, the final components are used as separate 
surnames implying an additional name of descriptive or allusive kind. It 
is in the middle period, ie. the Medieval period that the caste structure 
seems to take a rigid form and was divided into compartments, the record 
Of which can be had in the contemporary texts like Brhaddharma Риғапа 


| 
and Brahma-vaivarta Purina. Tn the modern period, in other words, by the 
end of the second half of the nineteenth century, we get, by far, the largest 
number of castes and sub-castes. 


Throughout the three periods there are fluctuations in the caste-struc- 
ture and the surnames too, running paralle! to the social interests and class 
struggles, which themselves are controlled by the then political condition 
of the country. With the general contention that surname indicates caste, 
it can be forwarded that in the middle and modern periods we find con- 
fusion among castes, rather intermixture of castes, leading to the confusion 
of surnames with that of the castes. Consequently, people prefer titles at 
the cost of surnames which in turn leads to a state of confusion where 
surnames are rather discarded, perhaps stimulating the most modern 
tendency (a tendency from the fifties of the present century) of naming a 
person simply by the nomen, i.e, the personal name. 

With the advancement of learning surnames after surnames poured in. 
People become fond of ornamented names, so much so that they are found 
to adopt sometimes a surname and a title with a single nomen and some- 
times two surnames at a time with a single name, as found in the case of 
the Bengali joint surnames. In other words, it can be said that during 
the present century, especially in the post-war period, the Bengali surname 
is in a state of flux. For the present study, the following can be

Besides the mentioned list of the separated components taking their 
forms as surnames, there аге other surnames too, the sources of which are 
place names, names of occupations or official titles or designations, names 
of animals, names of protecting deities and names of the castes, etc. 


The surnames from the place names are generally adopted by the 
Brahmins with their PN and are termed as ейлї < grdmika, belonging to 
a village. Before going into a detail study of the surnames belonging to 
this class, we must remember that adoption of topographical names as sur- 
names is a common device of the people, to express the origin or source 
of the gotra ie. clan, not only in Bengal alone but in other countries as 
well But every possible difficulty is there in tracing out the origin of 
some names inasmuch as there may be variations of the same name, both 

in form and in sound, by way of passing through time and space. Thus, 
a villages Nikari and Nikhati seem to have onc and thc same name as 
their source but taken as two different names in the genealogical registers. 
Sometimes names of gotras ie, clans are used as place names simply 
because villages are granted to a person or persons belonging to those

Saptasatis. 


Moreover, some names of the list for the Rdrhivas are found to be 
repeated, c.g, Капа, Ghosa, Pari, and Simüla which seem to be the same 
as Kanji, Ghosila, Pali and Simlà respectively.

to twenty-three. One more Significant point can be noted with regard to tne 
grant of the same village to two or more different porras.

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In Candimangala of Mukundaráma we come across forty-nine gis 
which are already mentioned in the middle period of the present work. 
However, after climinating the repetitions we get forty-two names and after 
a comparison with that of the names of the previously mentioned three 
lists we get one hundred and sixty and seven, ie, one hundred and sixty- 
seven names. In the early period of the present work, mention is there 
of the other two sources of ейлїз.

Over and above the mentioned eius, the following two village names 
can be mentioned which are not included in the lists of the same.

In the case of Bhšoyšl mention, however, must be 
made that the same is used as a ейлї by the Brahmins and surname by the 
Bárui. Of late, the use of a large number of gu, as surnames, have become 
extinct and sometimes they appear as Sanskritized forms and sometimes 
Anglicized. The words like Upadhyaya, Svamin, Acárya, etc. are added 
to the ралї in order to give them a Sanskritized form. Thus we get 
Gosvümi, Cattopüádhyáya, Bandopádhyàya, Bhattacirya, Mukhopádhyáya, 
and the like. The Anglicized forms like Catterji, Banerji, Mukherji seem 
to be in use after the forms like Beng. Cátujje (Cáturje) > MB (late) 
Cáturjyà > MB (early)* Cáturjà meaning the long-lived one, or son (дуа)

Ultimately, it is noticeable here that the change in the forms of 
surnames may be attributed to the status of the people concerned. И may 
be that the upper classes, better say, the cultured, are rather reluctant 
to change the forms of the surnames whereas the uncultured are not. 
Anglification renders many Bengali surnames such peculiar pronunciations 
and, in some cases, orthography that sometimes they become unintelligible 
even to the bearers of the same.
